'- JAPANHSE NAVAL GUNNERY. . 
EXPERT'S OPINION. 


The Osaka Afainichi publishes an interest: 
ingarticle on the progréss made in gunnery 
by the Jupanese Navy, based upon remarks 
made by. Commander Nomura, who. was a 
gunner on the crujser /qwaée during the late 
war, Commander Nomura ascribes the victory 
of the Japanese fleet in the batile of the Japan: 
Beato the superior gunnery ofthe Japaneso 
fleet. ‘The progress made in that direction is 
largely due to Admiral Baron Yamamoto, ¢x- 
Minister forthe Navy. In 1881, while he was 
still’a Heutenant, Baron Yamamoto in cobcert 
with one or two other young officers addresséd 
a memorial to the Minister for the Navy, urging 
the importance of the study of gunnery. | lb 
response to this memorial the late cruiser 
Asama and. the late’ gun-boat Hosko were 
commissioned as.gunnery training-ships, and 
scientific study of guonery was ‘imposed upon 
officers and men on the training-ships at Mika- 
huri, Yokosuka, This was the beginning of 
the gunnery-schoo! of ‘the Imperial Navy. 
Since that time the Nayy has ‘cogcentrated its. 
energy in this direction until the present high 
standard of proficiency has been attained. - 

Commander Nomura, after referring in detail 
tottie history of gunnery, continues:—" Viewing 


of the Japan Sea, victory in naval engagements 
entirely depends upon superiorily of gunnery. 
‘The contest is decided by supremacy in this 
direclion, and the victory is consummated by 
the use of torpedoes. In the battle of the 
Japan Sea fire was opened at two o'clock in the 
afternoon, and the Osladfya, flagship, which 
was heading the Ie(( file of the Russian fleet, 
went down at three o'clock, while-the Kedar 
Suvarof, the fisgship of Admirat Robjeit- 
vensky, at the head of the right file, caught fire 
in bolf-adt-hour afier the opening of the engage 
ment, and was then almoit ‘completely in- 
capacitated. : 

“ The Russian fleet having lost the flagships, 
was involved in disorder, and confronting ‘our 
superior force, suffered total defeat. From 
these facts it may be seen that this battle, 
wal practically decided in about an hour 
after tHe opering of the fighting. In 
the pursvit fighting on the 28th the crul- 
sere Jevate aod Vakumo under the com 
mand of Admiril Shimamura, attacked and 
“sunk the . ussian ironclad Oushatog. “Of 
‘course, the Jzwafeand Yakumo are more power- 
fulthan the Oushakof, but if the power of guns 
forms the most importaat factor in naval fight- 
ing, the Oushakef carried ro-ioch guns against 
the B-inch of the /wate and Yakumo, . Fire 
was optned at arange of about 7,000 metres, 
and the Oushafof sank in about half-an-hour. 
Inao egagementat such long sange, the to-inch 
gi must be moro effective than the 8-inch gun, 
and yet the Oushakef was sunk without doing 
any damage to ihe Japanese ships.* This result

PRISONER PLEADS GUILTY. 

: , _ 2tnt inst. 

This afternoon, at the Magistracy, .efore 
Mr H.-H. J. Gompertz, Tsang Hing, a Can- 
tonese coolie, wns arraigned: on a charge of 
murdering another coolie named Ng Yoeng 
Choi, on board ss, dndravel/é, on 18th instant, 

Inspector Arthur Langley conducted the 
case‘on behalf of the police, the prisoner being. 
undefended. ‘ 

Hefore the cnseicould be started there was a 
question'as to where an interpreter speaking the 
Mandarin dialect could be procured to examine 
the different witnesses. One Couil official said 
that, {he proper interpreter. was in Court this 
morning and was instructed to attend this 
affernopn, but upto the commencementof the 
‘heating he had not arrive 4. Inspector Langley 
came to the Court's rescue,. remarking that 
he Bhd an interpreter, but that he wag on 
board ship when the murder occurred, “He did" 
not, however, see the murder committed, but 
what he knew was only what 1é was told. 
The gentleman, who was interpreter for the 
‘coolies on the tip, was called and sworn in, 

The chaige was read to the prisoner, who 
pleaded guilty. 

Mr, Gompertz, fearing that the charge was 
not understood, queried; * “What do you 
plead guilty to?" - . ae 

Prisoner: 1 stabbed him to death.” 

“W. P. Whiting said he was in charye of 604 
coolies on board the J/udvavelli, which left 
Durban on: 24th May. The. defendant was 
one of his coolies.. On the morning of the 
18th instant, about one o'clock, a report was 
made to witness by one of the policemen 
nvorrd ship. Wilness went below, and the 
fint thing he saw was.a cooliedoubled up, 
near the corner of the hatch. ' Witness turned 
the man over ‘and saw that there were two 
knife wounds on his chest When witness.ar- 
rived ‘on the scene three men had hold of pri- 
soner. The prisoner was sent on deck, and 
wilness went round the ship. Not far away he 
found another coolie with his. teg covered with 
blood. This man could not gives satisfactory 
account of himself and he also was placed 
under escort. Witness made a tearch for the 
knife, but could not find it. A confession was 
made by the prisoner later, and it was.taken 
down by witness, through a Cantonese inter. 
preter, witness only speaking the Nosthero 
dialect. : ‘ 

During the proceedings the prisoner paid no 
altention to what was being said by the wit- 
vesses, but with his face resting on his hand 
on the railing of the dock, stared blankly into. 
the compound of the Court. 

L. W. Cock, medical officer on. board s.s. 
Pdravelll, the next witness, who appeared to 
be in poor health, was -accommadated with a 
chair in the witness-box, He said that he was 
called to attends man on the morning of the 
18th inst.,.but when he got below the man was 
already dead. - There were two wounds on his 
chest, which apparently were caused by soma 
sharp instrument. Witness and anotber medical 
officer were quile satisfied thet. the wounds 
sustained by deceased, in the region of tho

_ STRANGE BEHAVIOUR AT A 
. HINDU FESTIVAL, 


FIRE“WALKING AND ITS ODJECTS. 


Very few of the European residents of 
ingapore have any idea of the strange cere- 
monies that ge on in the rity. 

A weird and ghastly scene was wilnesse + 
at the Hindu'temple in South Bridge Road 
the “other day. It was the “ fireewalk- 
ing" festival of the Hindus, and not many 
were aware of the fact. In truth the writer 
only heard of it at a late hour from a police 
officer, A visit was paid to the temple. at 2 
o'clock, and one could have almost believed 
oneself to be in India. It was a strange scene 
af barbaric splendour. The 6 acious grounds 
were thronged with Hindus of all descri;.tions.. 
A high brick wall surrounds the building, and 
inside the eandy couits numerous refreshment 
stalls-and buffets were erecled. A few Malay: 
palicemen were on duty, but the crowd respect: 
fully made room for the European visitors. 
The first step of the curious was one of explora- 
lion, and 5 ‘ruly ubique sight met the eye. 
‘Nearly allt.c natives (and there were Chinese 
and Malays too inside the enclosure) were mere 
spectators, The devotees numbered about 
thirty, including several women. At the time 
the writer arrived at the temple, a number of 
‘women, toothless ‘and haggard old. crones, 
middle aged women and plump young girls, 
were humbling themselves in the dus. Some 
knelt down and touched the ground with their 
foreheads, «!"!e others, presumably the more 
devout, proveled is,thedit. The main object 
appeared tn be to crawlaa the stomach in the 
manner of serpents round the tem fe an 
demean themselves as much as possible. The 
unfortuns(e people were 10 exceedingly serious 
that one'could not Inugh! A “lanky” Hindu 
youth lay down and proceeded to soll slowly 
and painfully completely round the sacred pre- 
cintts. Tle was followed by two men who 
carried him over drains and similar obstacles. 
He was in an exhaumed state when he had 
finished his self-appointed task, These fana- 
tics were Iboked upon as martyrs by their 
countrymen. It was explained to the visitor 
that before the aspirants could torture them- 
selves they had to first sanctify thelr bodies 
by 8 month's penances Far forty-eight hours 
before the ceremony they had to starve, 
high priest, who spoke English very well, 
and who sid that he "was ‘educated by the 
Missionaries,” volunteered to explain the
